To Be Complete Next Week

MASSENA, N. Y (AH) — One 
day next week in a slightly pre­ 
mature Fourth of July celebra­ 
tion a 30-ton dynamite blast will 
signal the practical completion of 
the United States’ share of the btl- 
lion-doilar St. Lawrence Seaway 
project. 
Three days aller the biast pul­ 
verizes a temporary earthen dam 
a few miles upstream from Mas­ 
sena, two huge new locks will be­ 
gin operation, a gigantic hydroelec­ 
tric plant will begin to generate 
power and the dream of recent 
generations will be oo the verge 
of coming true 
But the golden flood of world 
trade which ii expected to reach 
the Ohio shore of Lake Erie in the 
form of shipping from all ports all 
over the world will have to wait 
a while. Next spring when the 
shipping season opens, Canada ex­ 
pect! to have finished all of her 
Seaway canal system in the Mon­ 
treal area. 
Then the Great Lakes will join 
the United States’ coast* on the At­ 
lantic, the Pacific and the Gulf of 
Mexico as the nation’s “ fourth sea 
coast." Some people even refer to 
it as the “ Eighth Sea " 
Giant ocean-going freighters and 
ore carrier* which need up to 27 
feet of water under their bottoms 
to float will be able to sail from 
the Atlantic into such Ohio ports 
as Conneaut, Ashtabula, Cleveland, 
Loraio and Toledo. 
European shippers will be able 
to deliver huge cargoes direct to 
America’s heartland—west of the 
Appalachians — without the extra 
cost of unloading aod reloading at 
Atlantic ports.

Some analysts have gone to the trouble 
of figuring this out and it will give a lot of 
drivers a jolt when they know the truth, 
because we go farther than we realize. 
Testa show it takes the average driver, 
under most conditions, about three-fourths 
of a second to react to an emergency and 
hit his brakes. 
At 15 m.p.h., in the time it takes to re­ 
act, you’ve already traveled at least 17 
feet— theoretically, over three six - feet- 
tall men. It takes another 14 feet — about 
two more six - footers — to bring your car 
to a halt. That’s a total of five six - footers 
you've run over — and at only 15 m.p.h.! 
M o s t motorists, though, don’t drive 
quite that slow. Let’s assume you usually 
whiz along at, say, 60 m.p.h. A pretty 
reasonable speed, you’d say. 
Keep your eyes on the road and reach 
for a cigarette lighter. Put the cigarette in 


your rpouth, glance down and flick the 
lighter. That flick and initial puff on the 
cigarette took about two seconds. During 
that time, you traveled at least 176 feet— 
more than half the distance of a football 
field. 
If you saw an accident situation ahead 
after looking up and hit the brakes im­ 
m ediately, before you could stop your car 
would have traveled 366 feet further — 
equal to another football field, and then 
some. 
Your trouble may not be lighting ciga­ 
rettes. But everyone is distracted some­ 
tim e or other by something in the car. 
Best protection is to be alert, and to hold 
down your speed so if you do face a situa­ 
tion, you’ll have time to stop safely. 
If you do find yourself facing an emer­ 
gency, you’ll be better able to stop in time 
if your tires and brakes are in good condi­ 
tion. An emergency is no time for added 
problems. 
If, despite all your precautions, you find 
yourself in an em ergency, remember this 
tip: Better that you head for the ditch 
than ram an oncoming car. “Stay alert, 
think ahead and stay alive,” is good ad­ 
vice. 


Laff-A-Day 


Scalp Roof Is Air-Conditioned 
By Hal Boyle 


NEW YOUK (J'—Keep this un­ 
der your hat, fellows, but lf 
you’re going bald, Louis Feder 
may have just the thing for you. 
It’s “the air-conditioned hair­ 
piece,” which weighs less than 
an ounce and is guaranteed to 
be hurricane proof. 
“ It’s so light it breathes . . . 
absolutely no f e e l i n g on the 
head,” said Ben Kaplan, execu­ 
tive vice president of the House 
of Louis Feder. “And please 
don’t refer to it as a wig or 
toupee. It is a hairpiece.” 
Feder, a pioneer human scalp 
roofer since he emigrated from 
Austria half a c e n t u r y ago, 
atartled the industry with a new 
crew cut model hairpiece sev­ 
eral years ago. Sales zoomed 700 
per cent as baldies rushed to get 
an ivy league look. 
The new air-conditioned spe­ 
cial, Feder feels, may be his ul­ 
timate masterpiece. It is held 
firmly to the scalp by two small 
pitches of tape, one fore, one aft. 
“The wind can’t get up under 
It and blow it off,” explained 
Kaplan, a former Air Force ma­ 
jor. He added: 
“ I flight tested it myself on 
the deck of a ship during a vio­ 


lent storm, which was darn near 
a hurricane. Later I also tested 
it by diving headlong into the 
highest ocean breakers I could 
find ” 
In both tests, he aid, the air- 
conditioned hairpiece clung to 
him with the loyalty of a poor 
relative. 
“Television comedians are al­ 
ways making jokes about hair­ 
pieces falling off,” he said. “ But 
they don’t. I’ve been wearing one 
for eight years, and mine has 
never fallen off.” 
Kaplan can put on his hair­ 
piece and peel it off in 33 sec­ 
onds. He doesn’t know whether 
this is a record, as there have 
been no international contests in 
this field. 
Surveys have shown 8 of IO 
American men are affected to 
some extent by baldness. Ap­ 
proximately 250,000 males now 
wear hairpieces. 
“They range in age from 3 to 
93,” Kaplan said. “Many people 
have the idea that only profes­ 
sional entertainers wear hair­ 
pieces. Actually, I doubt if one 
in a thousand is a performer. 
“They come from all fields. 
They include ministers, sales­ 


men, business executives, stu­ 
dents—even a steeplejack. Most 
of them aren’t old men, either. 
About 76 per cent of our cus­ 
tomers are under 35. 
“ One of the nice things about 
the hairpiece industry is that it 
seems recession-proof. 
In bad 
times many men feel it is easier 
for them to find work if they 
look younger. Some 
men who 
have lost their jobs use part of 
their unemployment benefits to 
invest in a hairpiece.” 
Hairpieces for men far ante­ 
date falsies for women. 
“They were first worn, so far 
as we can find, by Egyptian 
Pharaohs more than 5,000 years 
ago,” Kaplan s a i d . “ George 
Washington wore a hairpiece. So 
did our next three Presidents.” 
His most unusual client was a 
man who made his living being 
fired out of a circus cannon. 
“Certainly he wore his 
hair 
piece while performing his act,” 
said Kaplan. “Why not?” 
And the most unusual request 
his firm has had? 
“Well,” said Kaplan, “there 
was that fellow who wanted us 
to make him a hairpiece to wear 
on his chest.”

nique is to have wholesale sugar 
dealers 
report 
periodically 
on 
sales of sugar to bootleggers in 
Kentucky and other states where 
illegal corn liquor is made. 
“ It’s an old law,” he said, “but 
we just started enforcing it about 
a year ago. 
“By checking sales of sugar we 
have been able to prevent a lot 
of this liquor from being made. 
“Now the moonshiners have to 
scamper around and buy sugar in 
small quantities at grocery stores. 
That's what we want—to make it 
more costly for them to operate. 


“We’re making some strikes in 
I Kentucky. I think we’ll make even 


I more arrests in the coming year.” 
The official said 347 stills were 
seized and 690 moonshiners ar­ 
rested in Kentucky in the year 
ending June 30, 1957. 
In the previous year, when IRS 
was not getting the sugar reports, 
507 stills were confiscated in Ken­ 
tucky and 736 bootleggers were 
arrested. 
The figures are interpreted by 
IRS to mean that the closer checks 
on sugar sales arc reducing pro- 
iduction of illegal liquor. 
The whisky situation in Kentucky 
I is considered paradoxical at IRS. 
The state is close to the top both 
in supplying tax revenues on le­ 
gal spirits through its big legal 
whisky industry and in avoiding 
taxes through moonshine

Diet and Health Su"9,asses Should 
Be Fitted to Needs

I HATE to harp about the 
same old subject all the time, 
but at least once each summer 
I feel duty bound to pass out 
a little advice about sunglasses. 
There are important “dos” 
and “don'ts” all of us should 
follow so far as sunglasses are 
concerned. 


Get Prescription 
For one thing, whether you 
ordinarily wear glasses or not, 
I suggest you have an eye spe­ 
cialist prescribe y o u r sun­ 
glasses. He can determine the 
proper color and density of the 
lenses according to your Indi­ 
vidual requirements. 
If you customarily w e a r 
glasses because of poor eye­ 
sight, you should, of course, 
have the lenses of your sun­ 
glasses ground according to 
your prescription. 
Have Definite Function 
Sunglasses perform a definite 
function, a helpful function. 
They prevent visual discomfort 
and possible harm during ex 
po bu re to bright sunshine or 
outdoor daytime glare. But un 
leas they are adjusted correctly 
to your own particular require 
men ta, they might be harmful. 
For some persons, sunglasses 
should be bifocals or even tri­ 
focals. Such glasses will pro­ 
vide clear vision at more than 
one seeing range. 


Now, a few “don'ts.” 
Don’t 
w'ear 
sunglasses 
to 
watch television and don’t wear 
them while driving at night. 
I’ve discussed this before, but 
I can't overemphasize this last 
point. 
The Society for the Preven­ 
tion of Blindness strongly ad­ 
vises against the use of tinted 
or so-called 
“night driving” 
lenses for motorists using the 
streets and highways after dark. 
Glare a Problem 
Certainly the glare from on­ 
coming headlight* is a prob­ 
lem in night driving. 
But, the society warns, “No 
device yet perfected can dim­ 
inish glare without diminishing 
visibility at the same time. Al­ 
though some of these products 
may soften the headlights of an 
approaching car, they tend to 
obscure objects st the side 
of the road by cutting down 
our keenness of vision. This can 
result in needless Injury and 
loss of life."

I first met Nate Spingold un­ 
der the most unfortunate circum­ 
stances. He came to quarrel with 
me. He was angry and yet gen­ 
teel, which is so unusual these 
days. Gentility is a gift which 
only those to the manner bom 
possess and although Spingold 
could not have come from any 
kind of aristocracy, he was born 
with the personality and manner 
and integrity which we attribute 
to the very best of human be­ 
ings 
And so, on a Saturday after­ 
noon, this man whose height and 
leanness and gentleness of fea­ 
ture made him look something 
like Abraham Lincoln came to 
quarrel.

Beginning seamstresses or peo­ 
ple of limited budgets often buy a 
used sewing machine, just as be­ 
ginning drivers often start out with 
a used car. 
In buying sewing machines, as 
in buying cars, it pays to know 
what to look for. If you do you 
often can pick up a real bargain, 
getting a machine that will give 
many years of good service. Here 
are some tips: 
1. The first rule is to buy from 
a 
reputable 
manufacturer, 
one 
who is known for quality, lf pos­ 
sible, buy from the retail outlet 
that sold the machine when it was 
new. 
2. Remember that a top quality 
machine will give far more serv­ 
ice, even after resale, than a ma 
chine that was no good to start 
with. Though a low-quality 
ma 
chine may seem to sew well when 
it is new, differences in quality be­ 


gin to show before* many months. 
3. When selecting a brand of 
used machine, go to a dealer who 
has a good assortment and look at 
all available models. Do not be 
distracted by scarred woodwork in 
a cabinet model, since the wood 
can be repaired and the machine 
head is the important part of the 
purchase. 
4. Conversely, don’t be 
misled 
by a poor machine in a handsome 
cabinet. Try to get a machine 
head with a round bobbin, avoid­ 
ing the old long shuttle type. A 
belt drive is preferable to a fric­ 
tion drive. Long shuttle and fric­ 
tion drive denote an older ma­ 
chine. 
5. A good 
machine should be 
fully serviced before you buy it, 
and a reputable manufacturer will 
guarantee a used machine for sat­ 
isfactory performance. Here are 
some points to look for, to tell 
whether it has been serviced: 
Look at the condition of belt and 


wiring, and be sure the insulation 
has not worn out. Examine the 
bobbin case for lint and dust. Look 
at the motor brushes and request 
that they be replaced if they are 
worn. Check the appearance of 
various parts of the machine to 
make sure they look new and serv­ 
iceable. Remember that scratches 
on the head of the machine won’t 
hurt its stitching ability. 
6. Before making a final deci­ 
sion, run the machine at slow and 
fast speeds and at various stitch 
lengths. Make sure that replaced 
parts were made by the same 
• manufacturer as the original ma­ 
chine. 
The more service a manufactur­ 
er will give on a used machine, the 
more faith he has in his product. 
One manufacturer even gives free 
sewing lessons to buyers of used 
machines. 


Remember that it is to your ad­ 
vantage to select the best used 
machine you can find. When you 
buy a new machine you will want 
to trade in your old one — and a 
good used machine will retain a 
high trade-in value.
